1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

• The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter: first data, second data, first logic, second logic. See 
37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). 

• The drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. 
Therefore, the first and second data of a data frame, and the first and second 
logic, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. See 37 CFR 1 .83(a). 

• With regard to claim 6, remove - may be - in In. 2, in order to make limitation 
more positive for examination. 

• With regard to claim 8, remove - configured to - in In. 2, in order to make 
limitation more positive for examination. 

• With regard to claim 10, add the word "device" after - second logic -in In. 2.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

With regard to claims 1 and 8, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or make 
obvious generating first data relating to a received data frame, and generating second 
data relating to the same received data frame. Lu et al. (U.S. Pat No. 6,477,170), 
Foster et al. (U.S. Pat No. 6,654,835), and Merchant (U.S. Pat NO. 6,658,01 5) all 
disclose transferring and storing data, but all fail to disclose generating a first and 
second data from the same data frame. 

With regard to claim 15, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious 
generating first data relating to received packets, and generating second data relating to 
the same received packets. Petersen et al. (U.S. Pat No. 6,049,530) discloses 
transmitting data and receiving packets, but fails to disclose generating two data from 
each packet.
